PETITION TO REVIVE UNINTENTIONALLY ABANDONED 
APPLICATION PURSUANT TO 37 C.F.R. 81.137(b) 

Sir: 

Applicants hereby request consideration of the Petition to Revive for the above- 
captioned application, which has been abandoned for failure to file a substantive response 
within the statutory period of 6 months from the mailing date of the Office Action dated May 
29, 2008. 

The entire delay in filing a substantive response from the due date until the filing 
of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) was unintentional due to failing to 
reply to the Office Action with claim amendments. The situation was unintentionally 
occurred under Applicants' misunderstanding of the effect of Request To Suspend 
Prosecution In Conjunction With A Request For Continued Prosecution Pursuant To 37 
C.F.R. §1.1 03(c) as filed November 26, 2008. Based upon the discussion with Ms. Magdalen 
Greenlief at 571-272-8850 on February 10, 2009, the Request To Suspend Prosecution and 
RCE were improperly filed without a response to the outstanding final Office Action under 
37 CFR §1.114, and the situation can be corrected by filing a Petition to Revive and a 
response to the final Office Action to make the filed RCE proper. 
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Under the provisions of 37 CFR §1.1 37(b), Applicants are required to submit a 
proposed response to continue prosecution of the application. Attached hereto are an 
amendment and the required fee under 37 C.F.R. §1.17(m) which constitutes an appropriate 
response to the Official Action dated May 29, 2008. This petition is being timely filed within 
two years of the date on which the application became officially abandoned. 

Applicants, having fulfilled all of the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b), 
respectfully request early notification that the application has been revived and that the 
proposed response submitted herewith has been entered.
